The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel the non-elected claims 9-12 and 17-20. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to a scroll wheel of an input device such as a 
mouse, using to scroll an image in a display screen horizontal and vertical axis. 

Claim 1 identifies, inter alia, the unique distinct feature: 

a plurality of sensors for detecting a tensile extension force applied to the 
sensors and the force responsive to the pivotal movement of said rotatable member 
about the second axis for scrolling the image in a second scrolling direction 
perpendicular to the first scrolling direction, the sensors being resilient extensible; 

wherein the image is operable to scroll in the second direction responsive to the 
detected extension force. 
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The closest art of Pruchniak (U.S. Patent No. 6,075,518) and Cheng et al. (U.S 
Patent No. 6,809,275) show similar systems, but either in singularly or in combination 
fail to anticipate or render the quoted limitation obvioux.
